All of this leaves only one thing for con- 
templation and that is the law itself—the 
statute that exacts life as the maximum 
penalty for murder, commonly known as 
capital punishment.

As the law now exists, we have no ar- 


gument with its application in the Pope 
case but people will wonder again in the 
freshness of this case whether the law 
should read the way it does. When it is 
all over and Pope has been put to death, 
if such proves to be the end of things, 
what service will have been performed for 
society, what benefit will have accrued to 
the rest of mankind? When the day of exe- 
cution comes, will the feeling of people be 
one of satisfaction or one of nervous un- 
certainty? Some argue capital punishment 
as a deterrent to the crime of murder but 
we continue to have such crimes despite the 
penalty of death we exact in those circum- 
stances. Surely, Pope was aware of the ex- 
istence of capital punishment but it did not 
stop him from a cold-blooded murder of 
three innocent people. 


To question the use of capital punish- 


ment is not to condone, excuse or defend in 
the slightest what Pope did. ilis was a 
crime fhat shocked the sensitivities of all 
people, that left a wake of hardship and 
suffering that will be long remembered. 
Nor does one need to predicate his ques- 
tions of capital punishment upon any s>m- 
path> for the friends and family of the 
convicted killer. There is such sympathy of 
course, but it can never serve to right the 
wrong that has been done. It can be no 
more prominent, sureh. than thoughts of 
those who surme the victims of the Big 
Springs murder spree or of the intended 
fourth victim who will be paralyzed for the 
rest of his life. The friend's and family of 
the convicted man simply represent more 
of the terrible anguish that this man has 
brought into the world. 


Xor is capita! punishment much of a 


religious question. The vast majority of re- 
ligions contain no ban against capital pun- 
ishment and consider the question a matter 
of state rather than church determination. 
The question is no more applicable, even, 
to the Pope case than any other case but 
the Pope case does make the question per- 
tinent or prominent. 


As members of society, each of us 


shares in the punishment that is meted out 
in the course of justice. Each of us, for 
instance, will bear some part of the re- 
sponsibility in the execution of Duane Pope. 
Thus, the question of capital punishment 
is one that bolls down to a personal moral 
principle. 


The taking of a life today does nothing 


to change the fact that other lives might 


have been wrongfully 
taken to begin with. 
Capital 
punishment 


changes in no respect 


—————^^^ the nature and conse- 
quences of the crime for which it is ap- 
plied. More than anything else, capital 
punishment is reveng"e and, as such, a 
characteristic not found in any other part 
of our standards of life and society. It is 
a characteristic, in fact, that is disap- 
proved of in anything else that we do. It is 
a principle that, if applied in other areas 
of our life, would give us a social order 
of a far different nature than we now have. 


In such a social order we would never 


kno\\ the meaning of forgiveness, under- 
standing or compassion. The Pope case, or 
any other murder case, is no argument 
against capital punishment but such cases 
do cause us to contemplate the meaning 
to ourselves of what we do when we take 
one life in payment for another. The argu- 
ment is with the law and its service to the 
cause of justice, not the administration of 
our legal code.

French Turn Outward 


President Charles de Gaulle of France 


didn't do badly insofar as average elec- 
tions are concerned, winning a good ma- 
jority of votes in the country's Sunday 
presidential election. But nothing is aver- 
age when.De Gaulle is involved and as a 
consequence", the austere president suffered 
a defeat while winning. 


It was thought that De Gaulle would 


win more than 50 percent of the vote, thus 
avoiding any runoff. But he won only 43.9 
percent of the vote and now must face 
the runner-up in a later contest. 


He will probably win in the runoff but 


his victory already has been made much 
less than "it might have been. It failed to 
show the massive French support for the 
policies promulgated by De Gaulle, poli- 
cies founded in a dream of French gran- 
deur that simply does not exist. 


The fact is that such grandeur as De 


Gaulle dreamed of does not exist for any 
nation. France under De Gaulle has tried 
to do battle against the integration of the 
world that has come about as a result of 
social, economic, political and scientific 
changes that have taken" place. 


The French election, therefore, gives 


strength to that reasoning which sees the 
future of the West and of freedom in a 
closely knit alignment of nations with bas- 
ically the same principles and objectives. 
The election is far from a final settlement 
of the differences that exist between France 
under De Gaulle and much of the rest of 
the world but it might be hoped that even 
the general himself might feel the winds 
of change that blow today on every con- 
tinent. 


Right And Justice And Juries 


Editorially the D e n v e r Post said, 


"Those of us who had pronounced justice 
dead in Alabama, were, it seems, incor- 
rect and unjust." 


The Post was referring to the fact that 


twice within 24 hours, all white Alabama 
juries returned guilty verdicts in civil 
rights cases. In Anniston, in the first ver- 
dict of its kind in recent Alabama his- 
tory, Hubert Damon Strange was convict- 
ed of second degree murder in the slaying 
of a Negro. A day later, in Montgomery. 
three Ku Klux Klansmen were found guil- 
ty of conspiracy to kill a white civil rights 
worker. Earlier trials had found defendants 
not guilty and had freed them. 


The Post editorial relates the common 


confusion between right and wrong, and 
trial by jury and the process of justice. 
Justice is a procedure and if it is ade- 
quately carried out it completes itself re- 
gardless of whether, in the public view, 


right has prevailed. Right and wrong are 
qualities that vary according to the so- 
ciety that measures them. In a homogen- 
ous society a system of justice generally 
results in what, in the consensus, is consid- 
ered right. There are times when it fal- 
ters but they are exceptions. But in a so- 
ciety of differing views what is right to 
one group is wrong to another. 


Trial by jury is a separate matter. It 


marks the' culmination of a long struggle 
against whimsical judgments-representing 
the will of a superior and not the rights 
of the man on trial. It was a great victory 
for the common man when he won the 
right to be judged in his own community 
by his own kind of people. It lends a local- 
ized and humane touch and raises t h e 
stature of all individuals.

VVIien it is 
all over and Pope has been put to death, 
if such proves to be the end of things, 
what service will have been performed for 
society, what benefit will have accrued to 
the rest of m ank ind’’ When the day of ex e­ 
cution comes, will the feeling of people be 
one of satisfaction or one of nervous un­ 
certainty? Some argue capital punishment 
as a deterrent to the crime of m urder but 
we continue to have such crimes despite the 
penalty of death we ex act in those circum ­ 
stances. Surely, Pope was aware of the ex ­ 
istence of capital punishment but it did not 
stop him from a cold-blooded m urder of 
three innocent people. 
To question the use of capital punish­ 


ment Is not to condone, ex cuse or defend in 
the slightest what Pope did. His was a 
crim e fhat shock ed the sensitivities of all 
people, that left a wak e of hardship and 
suffering that will be long remembered. 
.Nor does one need to predicate his ques­ 
tions of capita] punishment upon any sym­ 
pathy for the friends and family of the 
convicted k iller. There Is such sympathy, of 
course, but It can never serve to right the 
wrong that has been done. It can be no 
more prominent, surely, than thoughts of 
those who survive the victims of the Big 
Springs murder spree or of the intended 
fourth victim who will be paralyzed for the 
rest of his life. The friend's and family of 
the convicted man simply represent more 
of the terrible anguish that this man has 
brought into the world. 


.Nor is capiisl punishment much of a 
religiou.s question. The vast majority of re­ 
ligions contain no ban against capital pun­ 
ishment and consider the question a m atter 
of state rather than church determination. 
The question is no more applicable, even, 
to the Pope case than any other case but 
the Pope case does mak e the question per­ 
tinent or prominent. 


.\s members of society, each of us 
shares in the punhhm ent that is meted out 
in the course of justice. F^ach of us. for 
instance, will bear some part of the re­ 
sponsibility in the ex ecution of Duane Pope. 
Thus, the question of capital punishment 
is one that boils down to a personal moral 
principle. 
The tak ing of a life today does nothing 
to change the fact that other lives might 
have been wrongfully 
tak en to begin with. 
Capital 
punishment 
changes in no respect 
the nature and conse­ 
quences of the crim e for which it is ap­ 
plied. 
.More than anything else, capital 
punishment is revenge and. as such, a 
characteristic not found in any other part 
of our standards of life and society. It is 
a characteristic, 
in fact, 
that is disap­ 
proved ot in anything else that we do. It is 
a principle that, if applied in other areas 
of our life, w'ould give us a social order 
of a far different nature than we now have. 
In such a social order we would never 
k now the meaning of forgiveness, under­ 
standing or compassion. The Pope case, or 
any other m urder case, is no argument 
against capital punishment but such cases 
do cause us to contemplate the meaning 
to ourselves of w'hat we do when we tak e 
one life in payment for another. The argu­ 
ment is with Ihe law and its service to the 
cause of justice, not the administration of

our legal code. 


French Turn Outward 


President Charles de Gaulle of France 
didn’t do badly insofar as average elec­ 
tions are concerned, winning a good m a­ 
jority of votes in the country’s Sunday 
presidential election. But nothing is aver­ 
age when De Gaulle is involved and as a 
consequen^te the austere president suffered 
a defeat while winning. 
It was thought that De Gaulle would 
win more than 50 percent of the vote, thus 
avoiding any runoff. But he won only 43.9 
percent of the vote and now must face 
the runner-up in a later contest. 
He will probably win in the runoff but 
his victory already has been made much 
less than it might have been. It failed to 
show the m assive French support for the 
policies promulgated by De Gaulle, poli­ 
cies founded in a dream of French gran­ 
deur that simply does not ex ist. 


The fact is that such grandeur as De 
Gaulle dreamed of does not ex ist for any 
nation. France under De Gaulle has tried 
to do battle against the integration of rhe 
world that has come about as a result of 
social, economic, 
political and scientific 
changes that have tak en place. 
The French election, therefore, gives 
.strength to that reasoning w’hich sees the 
future of the West and of freedom in a 
closely k nit alignment of nations with bas­ 
ically the same principles and objectives. 
The election is far from a final settlement 
of the differences that ex ist between France 
under De Gaulle and much of the rest of 
the world but it might be hoped that even 
the general himself might feel the winds 
of change that blow today on every con­ 
tinent. 


Right And Justice And Juries 


Editorially the D e n v e r Post said, 
“ Those of us who had pronounced justice 
dead in Alabama, were, it seems, incor­ 
rect and unjust.” 
The Post was referring to the fact that 
twice within 24 hours, all white .Mabama 
juries returned guilty verdicts 
in civil 
rights cases. In .Anniston, in the first ver­ 
dict of its k ind in recent .Alabama his­ 
tory, Hubert Damon Strange was convict­ 
ed of second degree m urder in the slaying 
of a Negro. A day later, in Montgomery, 
three Ku Klux Klansmen were found guil­ 
ty of conspiracy to k ill a white civil rights 
work er. E arlier trials had found defendants 
not guilty and had freed them. 
The Post editorial relates the common 
confusion between right and wrong, and 
trial by jury and the process of justice. 
Justice* is a procedure and if it is ade­ 
quately carried out it completes itself re­ 
gardless of whether, in the public view. 


right has prevailed. Right and wrong are 
qualities that vary according to the so­ 
ciety that m easures them. In a homogen­ 
ous society a system of justice generally 
results in what, in the consensus, is consid­ 
ered right. There are tim es when it fal­ 
ters but they are ex ceptions. But in a so­ 
ciety of differing views what is right to 
one group is wrong to another. 
Trial by jury is a separate matter. It 
m ark s the culmination of a long struggle 
against whimsical judgments • representing 
the will of a superior and not the rights 
of the man on trial. It was a great victory 
for the common man when he won the 
right to be judged in his own community 
by his own k ind of people. It lends a local­ 
ized and humane touch and raises t he 
stature of all individuals. 
The three are separate institutions and 
should not be lumped together to the dis­ 
credit of all of them.

The Federal Reserve Board raised the 
bank discount rate from 4 to 4.5 percent.

The first cause of the nervousness in 
the m ark et was the national administra­ 
tion’s opposition to the Federal Reserve 
move; its insistence that inflation is not a 
menace, coupled with its determination to 
push economic activity to new highs. 


It m ust be rem em bered that the stock 
m ark et is not business or industry. It is an 
investor field and m ark et values rise and 
fall according to the balance behveen will­ 
ing buyers and sellers. Its sudden gyration 
should not become infectious. 


At the worst, a t this stage Riere is only 
a difference of opinion between the nation­ 
al administration and the Federal Reserve 
Board over what is ttie m ore prudent thing 
to do. Only the future will determ ine that. 
But one thing is certak i, the higher discount 
rate and the bulge in interest rates paid 
to time depositors in bank s will tend to 
turn more money into bank deposits rather 
than into other segments of the economy 
and that might unbalance national indus­ 
try. An investor might prefer to earn 5 4 
per cent by putting his surplus funds in 
bank s than investing 
them 
in common 
stock s whose dividends are generally low­ 
er. 
But a s y et no o ne ha s been hurt.

The issue was debated with

General 
Nicholas Katzenbach. Secre­ 
tary of HEW John Gardner, 
who disperses federal funds 
to schools and hospitals, was 
also present. 


Their sometimes acid de­ 
bate was not supposed to leak 
out. but this column can re­ 
port that the two cabinet 
members were adam ant that 


the Chicago policy of advanc­ 
ing money to schools even 
without complete civil rights 
compliance would be con- 
t i n n e d . Later, if cities or 
s t a t e s were found to dis­ 
regard the law, the federal 
government would move to 
get its funds back . 


C i vi l rights leaders told 
Katzenbach and Gardner that 
this would tak e months or 
e ve n years. They claimed 
this would completely sabo­ 
tage the intent of Congress in 
passing the civil rights act. 
“Title 6 of the act is clear 
and ex plicit.” said Marion 
Barry of SNCC. “You have 
the power to withhold funds. 
.School districts will never 
come in line if you ex tend 
the money.” 
The argum ent got so heat­ 
ed that, at one point, mild- 
mannered Roy Wilk ins, pres­ 
ident of 
the 
p o w e r f u l 
N.AACP. warned: “The Dem­ 
ocrats shouldn’t get the idea 
they have the Negro vote 
s e w e d up forever.

pened in New York . Cleve­ 
land and Louisville just one 
month ago.”

WASHINGTON - Just five 
years ago a reserved, quiet 
mannered foundation presi­ 
dent, 
whom 
not 
a 
single 
.American in 10.000 had ever 
heard of. stepped from com­ 
fortable anonymity into t h e 
very eye of conflict and con- 
t r o v e r s y. President-elect 
John F. Kennedy ask ed Dean 
Rusk to be secretary of State 
in the cabinet he was form­ 
ing. 
If Rusk ever regretted his 
decision he 
has 
given 
no 
sign of it. In the turmoil of 
an office that concentrate.s 
on the individual w’ho occu­ 
pies it and belted by the full 
force of every foreign policy 
crisis, he has continued to 
maintain a discreet personal 
reserve. Rusk , the man. is 
unfailingly subordinate to the 
dedicated public servant. 
No office ex cept the presi­ 
dency is subject to such 
a 
glare o f public interest. And 
the President, by reason o f the 
eminence o f his o ffice, is 
o ften sheltered fro m th e 
ding s a nd the a rro ws o f mis- 
fo rta ne tha t a ssa il the secre­ 
ta ry o f sta te, 


☆ ☆ ☆ 
One of the reasons Ken­ 
nedy 
chose 
him 
was 
be­ 
cause he meant to be his 
own secretary of state and 
the 
President-elect 
k new’ 
this was Rusk ’s concept of 
the office. He was to 
an 
instrument carrying out the 
policy of the chief ex ecutive. 
The president of the Rock e­ 
feller Foundation, as Rusk 
was, 
wrote in foreign af­ 
fairs in 
1960; "The Presi­ 
dent, with the aid of his sec­ 
retary of state and the sup­ 
port of the Congress. %up- 
plies the leadership in our 
foreign relations.” 
Rusk ha s been so nqmio us in 


interpreting 
that 
definition 
and this is one reason for 
the criticism directed at him 
publicly by historian Arthur 
Schlesinger 
Jr., 
and 
pri­ 
vately by others in the Ken­ 
nedy wing of the Democratic 
establishment. 
He 
fails 
to 
come up with initiatives. He 
is too neutral. No one k nows 
where he really stands. This 
is the main thrust of the dis­ 
content with the secretary of 
state. 
☆ ☆ 
But a glance at presiden­ 
tial history shows that Rusk , 
with one conspicuous ex cep­ 
tion, is in the tradition of 
secretaries of state. Presi­ 
dents have almost invariably 
asserted their consititutional 
right to direct foreign policy. 
And if the secretary didn’t 
lik e the policy set by the 
President he could resign, as 
some have done, or he could 
adapt his views to those of 
his chief, 
as others 
have 
done. 


The ex ception was John 
Foster Dulles. President Ei­ 
senhower, with his chain of 
office, delegated to DuDes 
the initiative. 
And 
Dulles, 
with his long back ground in 
foreign 
affairs, his 
ambi­ 
tion. his 
aggressive 
self- 
confidence, 
was 
only 
too 
eager to tak e it. 
The office as a consequence 
was inflated with Dulles, a 
resourceful phrase-m ak er, a 
news-mak er, k eeping himself 
in the public eye 
At the 
sam e time, in the view of 
critics of the Dulles era. he 
inflated the aims of Ameri­ 
can policy far beyond the 
means and the will to carrv’ 
out those aims. Rusk ’s de­ 
fenders believe thait it is 
against this distortion of the 
office that he is compared 
and foimd wanting.

We are served by Norris 
Public Power iREA> 
while

the county sheriff. Why. then, 
should areas such 
as 
'The 
Knolls be tax ed by the city 
of Lincoln to help pay for 
services which we are either 
providing ourselves or ob­ 
taining 
f r o m 
non-city 
sources? 
You then go on to state 
that since persons in areas 
such as The Knolls work in 
Lincoln, these areas should 
be annex ed. How interesting! 
I wasn’t aware that factor­ 
ies, stores and other places of 
business w'ere provided by 
the city government out of 
tax es. Which places of busi­ 
ness did you have reference 
to? But then you go on to 
state that we ride on city 
streets and therefore should 
be a nnex ed.

Xo\\ he plays a low diamond, 
permitting either opponent to 
\\m the trick. 


When he makes this play, 


South knows that the defend- 
er who takes the diamond 
will be forced to return a 
club in order to avoid yield- 
ing a ruff and discard. 


If it turns out that West 


takes the trick, South has a 
sure thing going for him, re- 
gardless of which suit West 
chooses to return. 


So let's say that East wins 


the diamond and makes the 
forced club return. In that 
case, while South still cannot 
guarantee the result, he re- 
mains a heavy favorite to 
make the contract. 


When East returns a low 


club. South plays the five. A; 
the cards happen to lie, the 
queen, is trapped and t h e 
hand is over, but in any 
hand where East has either 
the ten or queen, South would 
make the contract.

The Identiical Order at Hinky Dinky $ 
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Reserve Board's Boost In Discount Rate Will Have Some Effect Locally

It is “ not unlikely t h at 
some 
local borrowing rates 
will be affected on a selec* 
tiv e basis” by the Federal 
Reserv e Board’s increase in 
the discount rate, a 
Lincoln 
banker said Monday . 
The effect will be immedi­ 
ate for some newly negoti­ 
ated loans, according to Burn­ 
ham Yates, president of the 
F i r s t National Bank 
and 
Trust Company of Lincoln. 
Yates said it would be dif­ 


ficult to define what rates j 
will be affected and in what 
amounts at this time. 
The National Bank of Com 
merce, Trust & Sav ings has 
“ not made any mov es at all” 
in reaction to the federal an­ 
nouncement, President Glenn 
Yaussi said. 
“We watit to wait and watch. 
In our opinion, this indicates 
that interest rates for t h e 
borrower will increase, but 
we will wait and see what the 
l a r g e r money centers di, 
first.“ 


A spokesman for a com­ 
munity bank outside the down 
town area said smaller banks 
are likely to play “follow the 
leader” in reacting to the hike 
in rates w h i c h banks pay 
when they borrow money from 
the federal reserve. He asked 
not to be identified. 
The president of City Na­ 
tional Bank of Lincoln said 
his institution plans no im­ 


mediate reaction to the an­ 
nouncement.

Tornblom 
said.

at the University of Wiscon- 
sin, declared. 


Fellman addressing an NU 


audience dominated by politi- 
cal science and law students, 
discussed the relationship of 
two concepts of religious 
freedom to which America is 
committed 
freedom of man 


to belie\e in God and the sep- 
aiation of church and state 


No Complete Separation 


Religious freedom, he em- 


phasized cannot be stated in 
absolute tei ms and is 'n o t 
without limit," just as com- 
plete separation of church 
and state is "altogether un- 
attainable " 


A political scientist whose 


major field of study and re- 
search is American constitu- 
tional law with special ref- 
erence to civil liberties, Fell- 
man pointed out that ''free- 
dom in religion is only abso- 
lute in the sense that one is 
free to believe in anything at 
all" 


However, he added, "reli- 


gion invariably involves ac- 
tion," and where the practice 
of religion goes beyond mere 
belief and affects outsiders, 
"constitutional law permits us 
to step in." 


The conduct of religious ex- 


ercise, he explained, ' re- 
mains subject to regulation 
for the protection of society. 
Even though an act arises 
from a religious principle, its 
religious label does not put 
it out of state regulation." 


Fellman, author of "The 


Defendant's Rights, "a book 
on criminal law 
research, 


told of some of the circum- 
stances in which the govern- 
ment intervenes even among 
the religious 
practitioners, 


such as prohibiting certain 
ceremonies, requiring vaccin- 
ations in public schools, regu- 
lating the practice of medi- 
cine, curtailing obscene lan- 
guage in public, and enforc- 
ing child labor laws. 


Unthinkable 


Noting that the state h a s 


supported religion on many 
occasions, for instance t a x 
exemptions which courts sus- 
tain on grounds of public pol- 
icy, he said that "complete 
separation in our kind of so- 
ciety is simply unthinkable." 


Fellman said that once the 


state has adopted a policy of 
extending exemptions, it fol- 
lows that it "assumes the re- 
sponsibility of deciding what 
a church is." 


Civil courts, "which are in-j 


variably embarrassed," 
he 


added, "do take theological 
problems," reinstating mem- 
berships, and pastors, decid- 
ing in church divisions which ] 
faction should occupy church 
property, and often deciding 
what constitutes a religion or 
a church. 


Fellman mentioned that a 


Supreme Court decision de- 
termined that the 14th Amend- 
ment gave citizens a right to 
choose church schools in fa- 
vor of public education. 


Church-state issues, accord- 


ing to Fellman. merit deci- 
sions arrived at "rationally 
and sensibly " The burden of 
proof, he emphasized, rests 
on those who seek to justify 
restraint. While "partial sep- 
aration does not end the con-

Basketball Leaps In 


While many Nebraskaiis are still talking loot ball and 


will be until after the New Year's Night battle between 
the Cornhuskers and Alabama, that other major collegiate 
sport has hit. 


And in case you haven't noticed the early skirmishes 


of last week, the true sports fan should find it difficult 
to pass up this week's basketball offerings. 


It starts with a chance to see whether the Hunkers of 


coach Joe Cipriano can continue their hot shooting pace thai 
set an NU record with 101 in the opener last week at 
Wisconsin. 


Cipriano, who didn't give NU fans a look at what he 


calls an improved pressing defense against the frosh, like- 
ly will take the wraps off it tonight when the Scarlet and 
Cream cagers meet Oregon State at the NU Coliseum. 


But the real basketball action this week will in\ol\e 


the Creighton Bluejays who go against a highly-rated Iowa 
team at Iowa City Wednesday, then return to Omaha's 
Civic Auditorium to test Brad'ley, ninth rated in the AP j 
pre-season poll, Thursday night. 


Iowa, under new coach Ralph Miller, handed national 


champion UCLA one of its two defeats last season and 
also defeated Creighton, 98-83. 


The Hawkeyes have already made a bid to crack the 


national ratings along with Creighton. Creighton made its 
bid with an opening win over 10th ranked Kansas State. 


Iowa moved toward recognition by stopping NCAA Col- 


lege Division champion Evansville, 80-73, after the little 
giants of college basketball had won 35 straight includ- 
ing eight wins last season over major college foes—one of 
them Iowa. 


Bradley has defeated Wisconsin of Milwaukee, 104-68, 


and Northern Michigan, 90-78, to keep its spot in the top 
10 ratings.

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Desegregation Is 
Speeded By Court 


From Press Reports 


Washington—The 
Supreme 


Court, pressing again f o r 
speedy compliance \yith i t s 
1954 school desegrgation dcvi- 
sion, moved Monday against 
a grade-a-year mixing plan in 
Fort Smith, Ark. 


The court ordered local au- 


thorities to allow a group Of 
Negro students to transfer im- 
mediately to w h i t e hiiiii 
schools which have been kept 
segregated under the com- 
munity's desegregation plan. 


The opinion noted that al- 


though the Arkansas commu- 
nity adopted the grade-a-year 
plan in 1957, the high school 
students still are segregated. 


Immediate Relief 


'•Petitioners are entitled to 


immediate r e 1 i e f," it de- 
clared, "We have emphasized 
ihat 'delays in desegregating 
public school systems are no 
longer tolerable.' " 


The unsigned opinion said 


other Negro students as well 
should be allowed to transfer 
because the white school "has| 
the more extensive curricu- 
lum . . . from which they are 
excluded because of t h e i r 
race." 


The lawsuit was initiated in 


1963 by Mrs. Corine Rogers, 
who unsuccessfully tried to 
transfer her two daughters 
from the Negro to the white 
high schools. One of 
the 


daughters now has been grad- 
uated. 


Chief Justice Earl Warren 


and Justices Hugo L. Black, 
William 0. Douglas, Potter 
Stewart and William J. Bren- 
nan Jr., formed the majority 
in the edict. 


In other actions, the court: 
—Agreed to review a Cali- 


fornia Supreme Court deci- 
sion that threw out the convic- 
tion and death sentence of 
Roy Allen Stewart of Los An- 
geles because police did n o t 
advise him of his right to 


counsel before taking his con- 
fession.

Kscobedo Decision

—Reversed a 1959 ruling 


limiting the contempt powers 
of a federal judge against a 
witness who refuses to accept 
immunity from prosecution if 
he replies to grand jury ques- 
tioning. The court held M o n- 
day that such a witness can- 
not be summarily found guil- 
ty of contempt unless the dig- 
nity of the court is affronted.

The commission has a dual 


role checking closely on t h e 
intertwined workings of party 


and government. R g a v e 
Shelepin, a former head of 
the Soviet secret police, a vir- 
tually independent pipeline to 
key spots around the country 
and influence in virtually ev- 
ery phase of Soviet life. 


Shelepin is a deputy pre-

Big Runoff Majority 
Tough For De Gaulle

Pans (#)—Charles de Gaulle 


faces a tough political test 
in the presidential runoff if he 
is to win with a telling majori- 
ty. 


An analysis Monday of the 


results of Sunday's presiden- 
tial election, which turned out 
to be a primary, indicated De 
Gaulle will be lucky to win 52 
or 53% of the votes in the run- 
off Dec. 19. He will face leftist 
Francois Mitterrand', the run- 
nerup Sunday. 


To make a good showing 


Dec. 19, De Gaulle must take 
a big share of the 3% mil- 
lion votes that went to t h e 
third man, Jean Lecanuet. 


In the first round of ballot- 


ing, De Gaulle had to settle 
for 44.61% of the p o p u l a r 
vote, a letdown from the poll- 
ing in 1962, which gave him 
62.8^ 


Also-Ran Votes 


Mitterrand got 31.72% and 


has a good chance of col- 
lecting many of the v o t e s 
scattered among four also- 
rans who won't be in t h e 
runoff. 


The analysis of S u n d a y's 


vote r a i s e d the question 
whether De Gaulle would risk 
damaging his pride by failing 
in the second round to wi n 
with a sizable majority. 


Some aides had said he 


would rather quit than enter 
the runoff, but top Gaullists 
were reported as saying Mon- 
day they were sure he w i 1 ] 
stand and fight.

of the also-ran votes w e r e 
basically anti-De Gaulle rath- 
er than pro-someone and will 
go to Mitterrand. 


This goal would not appear 


too difficult if De G a u l l e 
would warm up to the vot- 
ers and put on a wholehearted 
campaign. 


Only De Gaulle will decide, 


and there was no word from 
his home at Colombey-les- 
Deux-Eglises. But he did call 
his usual cabinet meeting for 
Wednesday, at which time he 
may announce his decision. He 
has until midnight Thursday 
to decide.

Big Runoff Majority 
Tough For De Gaulle 


By RODNEY ANGOVE 
Paris (J’)—Charles de Gaulle 
faces a toug h p olitical test 
in the p residential runoff if he 
is to win with a telling majori­ 
ty . 
An analy sis Monday of the 
results of Sunday ’s p residen­ 
tial election, which turned out 
to be a p rimary , indicated De 
Gaulle will be lucky to win 52 
or 53% of the votes in the run­ 
off Dec. 19. He will face leftist 
Francois Mitterrand, the run- 
nerup Sunday . 
To make a g ood showing 
Dec. 19, De Gaulle must take 
a big share of the 3% mil­ 
lion votes that went to t h e 
third man, Jean Lecanuet. 
In the first round of ballot­ 
ing , De Gaulle had to settle 
for 44.61% of the p o p u l a r 
vote, a letdown from the p oll­ 
ing in 1962, which g ave him 
62.8 %. 
Also-Ran Votes 
Mitterrand g ot 31.72% and 
has a g ood chance of col­ 
lecting many of the v o t e s 
scattered among four also- 
rans who won’t be in t li e 
runoff. 
The analy sis of S u n d a y ’s 
vote r a i s e d the question 
whether De Gaulle would risk 
damag ing his p ride by failing 
in the second round to win 
with a sizable majority . , 
Some aides had said he 
would rather quit than enter 
the runoff, but top GauUists 
were rep orted as say ing Mon­ 
day they were sure he w i l l 
stand and fig ht. 
France Soir rep orter Eu­ 
g ene Mannoni told of a tele­ 
p hone conversation between 
De Gaulle and 
P r e m i e r 
Georg es 
Pomp idou t h a t 
seemed to confirm the Gaul- 
lists’ op inion. 
He 
said

p honed De Gaulle to read a 


p rop osed statement say ing the i 
“candidates of diversion have 
p revented the demonstration 
of national unity that he (De 
Gaulle) had ex p ected.” 
De Gaulle rep ortedly inter­ 
rup ted and said “deferred— 
no^ p rev ented.” 
if he retires it would amount 
to a p ossible « surrender to the 
leftists, and De Gaulle would 
p robably be the last p erson to 
do that. 
Thus the battle will be larg e­ 
ly for the votes that went to 
Lecanuet. Sup p orters of this 45- 
y ear-old “French Kennedy ,” 
as backers call him, ap p ear 
to be mix ed in their views on 
communism, hence their p re­ 
ference for De Gaulle or Mit­ 
terrand. 
Red Oppo sitio n 
Many Lecanuet sup p orters 
were middle-class Christian 
Centrists op p osed to a “p op u­ 
lar front” of communist and 
noncommunist leftist g roup s 
behind Mitterrand. But ethers 
are intellectuals, students and 
labor leaders who may more 
strong ly op p ose De Gaulle on 
other issues. 
I>e Gaulle needs at least 1.3 
million of Lecanuet’s v o t e s , 
considering that all the rest 
of the also-ran votes w e r e 
basically anti-De Gaulle rath­ 
er than p ro-someone and will 
g o to Mitterrand. 
This go al wo nld no t appear 
too difficult if De G au l l e 
would warm up to the v o t­ 
ers and p ut o n a who lehearted 
camp aig n. 
Only De Gaulle will decide, 
and there was no word from 
his home at Colombey -les- 
Deux -Eg lises. But he did call 
his usual cabinet meeting for 
Wednesday , at which time he 
may announce his decision. He 
has until midnig ht Thursday 
to decide.

The re­ 
entry vehicle reached a height 
of more than 400,000 feet in its 
trajectory, the Air Force said,

speed of 15,000 miles an hour 
on its downward track. 
The Air Force said t h e 
Minuteman II weapon system 
will become the principal U.S. 
deterrent w'eapon when it is 
turned over in operational sta­ 
tus to the Strategic .Air Com­ 
mand. 
The first wing, comprising 
150 missiles, is u n d e r con­ 
struction at Grand Forks Air 
Base In North Dakota.
